retirement of Major General William 
H. Carter, who will 'end his active 
career tomorrow on account of age, 
the United States army wilt lose one 
of its ablest and most honorable and 
useful officers. 
Gen. Carter Is at 


present in command of the' Depart- 
ment of Hawaii, where he will be suc- 
ceeded by Brigadier General John P. 
Wissei-. 


Gen. Carter's career, from the date 


of his graduation from the West 
Point academy in 1874, has been full 
of honors and credit, and few officers 
of the army have served in BO many 
different capacities. He hss literally 
"fought his way" to high places in 
the military service. He is justly re- 
nowned as an organizer and an exec- 
utive, but it is as an Indian fignter 
that the future will remember him. i 
His record of service is long and hon- 
orable and he holds an honor medal 
for heroic work—during: a battle with 
the red skins at Cibious, Arizona, in 
1881, in rescuing', with>the voluntary 
assistance of two soldiers, the wound- 
ed under a heavy fire.
